M anila , J uly 8 .—The trial at Caban- 
atuan of the slay ers of Geueral Luna, 
the Filipino leader who was assassinated 
by the guard of Aguinaldo’s residence, 
was ended. 
The accused were acquitted 
on tne ground of stdf defense.

testimony showed there was a con­ 
spiracy upon the part of Luna and other 
otficers to kill Aguinaldo and make 
Luna dictator. 
Luna’s death seemed to have strength­ 
ened Aguinaido’s leadersiiip for the 
time. 
Luna’s supporters, it was re- 
pijrted, are outwardly loy al to Aguiu- 
aldo. 
The iiiembtTs of the Spanish colony 
here were Uoiiiziug the survivors of the 
Spanish garrison of Baler, on the east 
coast of Luzim, who returned here with 
the Spanish commissioners sent to treat 
with the Filii>inos for tlie surrender of 
tlui Spanish prisoners.

Consul Mouaghan writes from (’hem- 
nitz on the snb jeot of American shoes 
in Germany that since United States 
m annfactnrers have b egan to pnsh into 
the m arket and have gained a foothold, 
with prnspects for an increased trade, 
the (vermau press and other pub lica­ 
tions have taken the m atter up and are 
nsiug every means to disparage the 
American goods.

man paper accompanies the consul’s 
letter to W ashington. 
In it American

less q uality, b ut showy and elegant in 
appearance. 
It suggests that the tech­ 
nical daily papers and local nnions of 
Germany “ procure samples of Am er­ 
ican slioes, show the q uality of tha 
same b y separating the leather from 
the paper and examine the soles sewed

made in the article that the finish and 
apparent fineness of the American shoes 
are making b usiness lively.

The mayor will appoint four heads of 
departments, and these appointments 
need not be confirmed by council. The 


m a y o r and these directors will possess 


all the executive power of the city gov- 
eminent. 
F ran ch ises to Be G uarded. 
The council is to be composed of seven 
members, four elected by election dis­ 
tricts and three by the city at large. 
Councilmen must give bond and will re­ 
ceive salaries. Franchises can neither 
be donated nor sold until a decision has 
been made by the voters. 
The fran­ 
chise grabber would not be benefited by 
buying up councilmen ; he would have 
to corrupt the people. The bill provides 
for the election of councilmen without 
regard to party ties. 
The whole plan will meet with great 
opposition from politicians, but will com­ 
mend itself to citizens who desire a busi­ 
ness administration of local affairs rather 
than using the city government for 
building up a political machine at the 
expense of the taxpayers.

Consol Monaghan writes from Chem­ 
nitz on the subject of American shoes 
in Germany that since United States 
manufacturers have begun to push into 
the market and have gained a foothold, 
with prospects for an increased trade, 
the German press and other publica­ 
tions have taken the matter up and are 
using every means to disparage the 
American goods. 
A translation of an 
article that recently appeared in a Ger­ 
man paper accompanies the consul’s 
letter to Washington. 
In it American 
shoes are described as being of worth­ 
less quality, but showy and elegant in 
appearance. 
It suggests that the tech­ 
nical daily papers and local unions of 
Germany “ procure samples of Amer­

In spite of this, the statement is 
made in the article that the finish and 
apparent fineness of the American shoes 
are making business lively. The consul 
quotes the above extracts as indicating 
what our merchants will have to con- J 
tend with in their work to make sales J 
in any part of Germany.

American shoes before they return and 
that some of tim manufacturers of Ger- j 
many are using the American shoes as 
models from which to make their own 
lasts.

places. The first day, when the armored 
train was plowing its way to the Rag ­ 
bag riv er, the forces camped in a deep 
rav ine nnder a friendly bridg e. 
On 
pleasant days the g eneral ate out under 
the shade of a clum p of bamboo. W hen 
it rained, the Chinam en spread his re­ 
past in his car. 
The car was a plain 
affair, w ith nothing to disting uish it 
from any other of the common cars of 
its type, but it had a m irror in it—a 
m irror th a t probably came from M a­ 
lolos and did duty for the toilets of ev ­ 
ery one, from the g eneral down. 
G en­ 
eral M acA rthnr liv ed here while his 
arm y was g radually creeping tow ard 
the base of the big , blue m ountain to 
the north. 
W hen he finally struck the 
enemy and S anta Tom as and Han F er­ 
nando came into his possession, he 
spread his banner in front of a mansion 
here. 
He has naade bis headq tiarters in the 
larg est and most imposing residence in 
town. The bouse is completely furnish ­ 
ed, just as it was before the ow ner left, 
and contains steel eng rav ing s, oil p a int­ 
ing s, a sideboard and canopied beds 
T he g eneral sits at a table in the dra w ­ 
ing room, which he has conv erted into 
an offic« . His priv ate room is spacious. 
T he ceiling s are hig h, and the g reat 
w ide open w indows are furnished w ith 
sliding g reen shutters. The bed is carv ­ 
ed, canopied, and looks inv iting . 
T his is arm y headq uarters, and colo­ 
nels, m ajors and aids ride up at fre­ 
q uent interv als, throw ing their horses’ 
reins to a w aiting orderly as they dis­ 
m ount. 
W hile the caller is ascending 
the broad stone stairs the horse is led 
aw ay to the shade of the hig h stone 
wall in the court, where there is a*well, 
for this luiineslead is thuroug hly ai» * 
pointed. 
The owner is neg otiating for 
permission to return with his family 
W hen he comes, he will find all that he 
le ft 
General M acA rthnr may still be 
his g ue s t and the orderlies and aids 
m ay continue to make their v isits, but 
he doubtless will find satisfaction in 
being under his own roof ag ain and 
finding his property as he loft i t 
O ther priv ate houses here are in use 
as reg im ental headq uarters. The South 
Dakota 
men occupy a 
house which 
shows that its owner m ust hav e had 
luxurious tastes. 
No one seems to know 
w ho its former occupant was 
Like the 
homestead where General M acA thur is 
q uartered, it is richly appointed with 
hig h, canopied beds in the g reat sleep­ 
ing rooms and rich carv ing s and g ilt 
work throug hout the house. 
Two pi­ 
anos are backed up ag ainst the walls of 
a long draw ing room, as thoug h space 
bad been cleared for a ball. 
Beautiful 
chandeliers, with their rich clusters of 
cut g lass swing ing and jing ling to the 
v ibration of the breeae. hang in a long 
row down the room. 
O ut in the yard 
is a g reat, deep well, walled w ith stone 
and shaded. 
Here the soldiers filled 
their canteens Saturday and Sunday 
last, q uenching their thirst w ith the 
cool, clear w ater of the w ell 
The Iowa reg im ent has a pretty home 
next the South Dakota» . 
It is a little 
less pretentious and perhaps the g ild­ 
ing s and decorations are not so ornate, 
but it is an attractiv e place nev erthe- 
les» . No one who has not been compell­ 
ed to sleep on the tUuir or the g round 
or on a board for aw hile can appreciate 
the luxury which the soldiers find iu 
hav ing beds at their disposal.

H arry A. Armstrong, the Chicago 
Record’s Phillipine correspondent, w rit­ 
ing from the camp at San Fernando 
tinder date of May 7, says: 
General M acA rthur faces an old fash­ 
ioned clock when he site down to dine 
in his headquarters here. 
The general 
and his staff, since the advance from 
Malolos, have been qnartered in queer 
places. The first day, when the armored 
Wain was plowing its way to the Bag- 
bag river, the forces camped in a deep 
ravine tinder a friendly bridge. 
On 
pleasant days the general ate out nuder 
the shade of a clam p of bamboo. When 
it rained, the Chinamen spread hie re­ 
past in his car. 
The car was a plain 
affair, w ith nothing to distinguish it 
from any other of the common cars of 
its type, but it had a m irror in it—a 
m irror th at probably came from Ma­ 
lolos and did duty for the toilets of ev 
ery one, from the general down. 
G en­ 
eral M acA rthur lived here while his 
arm y was gradually creeping toward 
the base of the big, blue m ountain to 
the north. 
W hen he finally struck the 
enemy and Santa Tomas and San Per 
Bando came into his possession, he 
spread his banner in front of a mansion 
here. 
He has made bis headquarters in the 
largest and most imposing residence in 
town. The house is completely furnish­ 
ed, ju st as it was before the owner left, 
and contains steel engravings, oil p ain t­ 
ings, a sideboard and canopied beds 
The general sits at a table in the draw ­ 
ing room, which he has converted into 
an office. His private room is spacious 
The ceilings are high, and the great 
wide open windows are furnished w ith 
aliding green shutters. The bed is carv­ 
ed, canopied, and looks inviting. 
This is arm y headquarters, and Colo 
Bels. m ajors and aids ride up at fre­ 
quent intervals, throw ing their horses’ 
reins to a w aiting orderly as they dis 
m ount. 
W hile the caller is ascending 
the broad stone stairs the horse is led 
away to the shade of the high stone 
wall in the court, where there is aswell, 
for this homestead is thoroughly ap­ 
pointed. 
The owner is negotiating for 
permission to return w ith his family 
W hen he comes, he will find all th at he 
left. 
General M acA rthur may still be 
his guest, and the orderlies and aids 
m ay continue to make their visits, but 
he doubtless will find satisfaction in 
being under his own roof again and 
finding his property as he left it. 
Other private houses here are in use 
as regim ental headquarters. The South 
Dakota men occupy a house which 
shows th at its owner m ust have had 
luxurious tastes. No one seems to know 
w ho its former occupant was Like the 
homestead where General M acAthur is 
quartered, it is richly appointed w ith 
high, canopied beds in the great sleep­ 
ing rooms and rich carvings and gilt 
work throughout the house. 
Two pi­ 
anos are backed up against the walls of 
a long draw ing room, as though space 
had been cleared for a ball. 
Beautiful 
chandeliers, with their rich clusters of 
cut glass swinging and jingling to the 
vibration of the breeze, hang in a long 
row down the room. 
Out in the yard 
is a great, deep well, walled w ith stone 
and shaded. 
Here the soldiers filled 
their canteens Saturday and Sunday 
last, quenching their thirst w ith the 
cool, clear w ater of the well. 
The Iowa regim ent has a pretty home 
next the South Dakotas. 
It is a little 
less pretentious and perhaps the gild­ 
ings and decorations are not so ornate, 
but it is an attractive place neverthe­ 
less. No one who has not been compell­ 
ed to sleep on the floor or the ground 
or on a board for awhile can appreciate 
the luxury which the soldiers Aud in 
having beds at their disposal. 
Away out near the firing line is the 
Montana regiment. It is not a mansion 
that shelters Colonel Kessler, but it is 
a neat house with hardwood floors and 
wide windows. 
Its roof is of nipa, not 
of tile, aud it lacks some of the luxuries 
of the other quarters. 
“ It is a good 
house, though.” said the colonel, “ bet­ 
ter than the one at Apalit, and that 
was the first roof I had slept under 
since the night of Feb. 3. 
In lieu of a 
bed the colonel has a pile of straw in a 
corner with blankets thrown over it. 
There are a few very rickety chairs and 
a fairly good table. 
If the house ever 
held anything more elaborate in the 
way of furniture, it was depleted when 
the family left. 
All the houses in San Fernando are 
now in use, either as hospitals or aa 
quarters for officers. 
Even the nipa 
fiats have their tenants, captains shar­ 
ing the slatted floors of these houses 
w ith their lieutenants. 
For tile first 
tim e since the beginning of the cam­ 
paign, February last, the soldiers can 
keep dry when it rains. 
It m ust be re­ 
membered th at only a small percentage 
of the troops had blankets and tents 
sfter the second week of the advance.

The exports of oil and wine from 
Spain to former Spanish dependencies 
were for many years an important item 
of Spanish commerce. In the fiscal year 
1890, when the trade between Spain 
and her dependencies was about nor 
mal, 
the exportation from 
Spanish 
ports to Cuba alone amounted to 4,OOO, 
OOO pesetas’ worth of oil and 12,000,- 
000 pesetas’ worth of wine, a total 
equivalent to $3,000,000. 
In 1892 the 
oil exports to Cuba from Spain were 
worth 4,HOO,OOO pesetas, and in 1894 
and 1895 they were worth 5.500,000. 
The Cuban war brought about a reduc­ 
tion of about one-half in Spanish ex­ 
ports of oil, but the exports of Spanish 
wine to Cuba kept up to about 9,000,- 
000 pesetas. The Cubans, of course, did 
not buy Spanish oil and Spanish wine 
because ot their intrinsic superiority or 
because of any patriotic considerations, 
but because the trade regulations in 
Cuba under Spanish authority discrim­ 
inated in favor of Spanish importers 
aud exporters and against every one 
else 
The importations of Spanish oil 
to Porto Rico have averaged 1,250,000 
pesetas for six years, and in 1895 their

One of the mo-t remarkable archeo­ 
logical discoveries made recently was 
that of an arrow point found at Chat­ 
ham, in Licking county, O.. near Zanes­ 
ville, in May of this year, at the depth 
of 1,562 feet.

H arry A. ArniHtrong. the Chicago 
Record’s Phillipine correspondent, w rit­ 
ing from the camp at San Fernando 
tinder date of May 7, says: 
General MacArthur faces a n oli fash­ 
ioned clock when he sita down to dine 
in his headquarters here. 
The general 
and bis staff, since the advance from 
Malolos, have been quartered in queer 
places. The first day. when the armored 
train was plowing its way to the Rag­ 
bag river, the forces camped in a deep 
ravine under a friendly bridge. 
On 
pleasant days the general ate out under 
the shade of a clomp of bamboo. When 
it rained, the Chinamen spread his re­ 
past in his car. 
The car was a plain 
affair, with nothing to distinguish it 
from any other of the common cars of 
its type, bnt it had a mirror in it—a 
mirror that probably came from Ma­ 
lolos and did duty for the toilets of ev­ 
ery one, from the general down. 
Gen­ 
eral MacArthur lived here while his 
army was gradually creeping toward 
the base of the big, blue mountain to 
the north. 
When he finally struck the 
enemy and Santa Tomas and San Fer­ 
nando came into his possession, he 
spread his banner in front of a mansion 
here. 
He bas made bis headquarters in the 
largest and most imposing residence in 
town. The house is completely fam ish­ 
ed, just as it was before the owner left, 
and contains steel engravings, oil paint­ 
ings, a sideboard and canopied beds 
The general sits at a table in the draw­ 
ing room, which he has converted into 
an office. His private room is spacious. 
The ceilings are high, and the great 
wide open windows are furnished with 
sliding green shutters. The bed is carv­ 
ed, canopied, and looks inviting. 
This is arm y headquarters, and colo­ 
nels, m ajors and aids ride np at fre­ 
q u e n t intervals, throw ing their horses’ 
reins to a w aiting orderly as they dis­ 
mount. 
W hile the caller is ascending 
the broad stone stairs the horse is led 
aw ay to the shade of the high stone 
wall in the coart, where there is aswell, 
for this homestead is thoroughly ap­ 
pointed. 
The owner is negotiating for 
permission to return with his family 
W hen he comes, he will find all th at he 
left. 
General M acA rthur may still be 
his guest, and the orderlies and aids 
m ay continue to make their visits, but 
he doubtless will find satisfaction in 
being under his own roof again and 
finding his property as he left it. 
Other private houses here are in use 
as regim ental headquarters. The South 
Dakota

occupy a 
house which 
shows th at its owner m ust have had 
luxurious tastes. 
No one seems to know 
w ho its former occupant was 
Like tho 
homestead where General M acAthur is 
quartered, it is richly appointed w ith 
high, canopied beds in the great sleep­ 
ing rooms and rich carvings and gilt 
work throughout the bouse. 
Two pi­ 
anos are backed up against the walls of 
a long draw ing room, as though space 
had been cleared for a ball. 
Beautiful 
chandeliers, with their rich clusters of 
cut glass swinging and jingling to the 
vibration of the breeze, hang in a long 
row down the room. 
O ut in the yard 
is a great, deep well, walled w ith stone 
and shaded. 
Here the soldiers filled 
their canteens Saturday and Sunday 
last, quenching their thirst with the 
cool, clear w ater of the well. 
The Iowa regim ent has a pretty home 
next the South Dakotas. 
It is a little 
less pretentious and perhaps the gild­ 
ings and decorations are not so ornate, 
but it is an attractiv e place neverthe­ 
less. No one who has not been compell­ 
ed to sleep on the floor or the ground 
or on a board for aw hile can appreciate 
the luxury which the soldiers find in 
having beds at their disposal. 
Away out near the firing line is the 
M ontana regiment. It is not a mansion 
th at shelters Colonel Kessler, but it is 
a neat house with hardwood floors and 
wide windows. 
Its roof is of nipa, not 
of tile, and it lacks some of the luxuries 
of the other quarters. 
“ It is a good 
house, though,” said the colonel, “ bet­ 
ter than the one at Apalit, and that 
was the first roof I had slept under 
since tile night of Feb. 8 .” In lieu of a 
bed tile colonel bas a pile of straw in a 
corner with blankets thrown over it. 
There are a few very rickety chairs and 
a fairly good table.

way of furniture, it was depleted when 
the family left. 
All the houses in San Fernando are 
now in use, either as hospitals or as 
quarters for officers. 
Even the nipa 
Ants have their tenants, captains shar­ 
ing the slatted floors of these houses 
w ith their lieutenants. 
For tile first 
time since the beginning of the cam ­ 
paign, F ebruary last, the soldiers can 
keep dry when it rains. 
It must be re ­ 
membered th a t only a small percentage 
of the troops had blankets and tents 
after the second week of the advance.

The Cuban war brought about a reduc­ 
tion of about one-half in Spanish ex­ 
ports of oil, but tile exports of Spanish 
wine to Cuba kept up to about 9,000,- 
000 pesetas. The Cubans, of course, did 
not buy Spanish oil and Spanish wine 
because of their intrinsic superiority or 
because of any patriotic considerations, 
but because the trade regulations in 
Cuba under Spanish authority discrim ­ 
inated in favor of Spanish im porters 
and exporters and against every one 
else 
The im portations of Spanish oil 
to Porto Rico have averaged 1,250,000 
pesetas for six years, and in 1895 their 
value nearly reached 2,000,000 pesetas. 
The exportations of Spanish wines to 
Porto Rico have averaged about 1,000,- 
000 pesetas a year, aud in 1890 they 
were w orth 1,250,000 pesetas, says the 
New York Sun.

“Te.‘-t.‘^ rf^cently made in the labor­ 
atory of tiiis department have for the 
first time shown that the yellow fever 
serum prepared at New York has both 
curative and preventive properties. The 
investigation as to the cause of yellow 
fever was begun at quarantine in the 
gpringof 1» 9 7 . some months before Pro­ 
fessor Sanarelli of Montevideo published 
the result of his experimental work in 
this direction, in which heclaimed that

In the spring of 18 9 7 a 
number of cases of yellow fever were 
brought to New York and transferred to 
Hwinburne island. 
Autopsies made at

The two look like a ship’s mast 
w ith M yard across it. 
From the tip of 
tb eriast. toinake the resemblance more 
coiirplete, runs a thread of rigging that 
ext. lids to the center of the black m ir­ 
ror and there vanishes through a hole. 
Tiie instrument is used by getting a 
hiiibt of tlie ( loud in the black mirror.

NEW WEATHER INSTRUMENT 


T h e \ e t h O N C o p e E n a b l e * F i l l e t Ob­ 
s e r v a t i o n * o f ( ’l o u d M o v e m e n t * . 
A step in advance in the science of 
meteorology has been made at the Audi­ 
torium tower, in Chicago. 
A new in­ 
strument, by means of which an entire­ 
ly new precision in study of cloud forms 
and movements is possible, has been 
placed. 
The new piece of apparatus is 
culled the nethoscope. 
This little device, according to the 
Chicago Chronicle, enables exact obser­ 
vation of cloud movements, and it is 
hoped that after some time the weather 
men will be able to foretell from the 
action and conformation of the cloud 
swimming in the bright sky the weath­ 
er that is to come. 
They think it not 
unlikely that long series of observations 
in many places iii all weathers will give 
data that will connect certain cloud 
f< nils with coming thunderstorms or 
cold waves or dren 'bing rains or cy­ 
clones. Again, it is expected that after 
long observation the velocity of the 
clouds may enable the forecasters to pre­ 
dict the winds to come. 
However, all this is in the future. 
For the present the weather men can do 
no more than take observations with 
the nethoscope day and night and Sun­ 
days and send the carefully marked 
charts to Washington, where m athe­ 
maticians will compare states of the 
barometer with the cloud shapes aud 
speeds. 
It has been found already that 
there is connection between the cloud 
conformations 
and 
velocities within 
single isothermal zones. 
The nethoscope is simple. A circular 
mirror with black instead of silver back­ 
ground is fixed in a frame so that it can 
be accurately leveled. 
Rising upright 
from one edge of the black mirror is a 
steel wire that has a cross arm, also of 
wire. 
The two look like a ship’s mast 
with a yard across it. 
From the tip of 
the mast, to make the resemblance more 
complete, runs a thread of rigging that 
extends to the center of the black inir 
ror and there vanishes through a hole. 
The instrument is used by getting a 
sight of the cloud in the black mirror. 
Then the mastlike wire is moved until 
the eye sights over its tip and just 
catches the edge of the cloud’s reflection 
at the center of the mirror. 
The tiny 
thread is pulled taut from masthead to 
renter and its angle from the plane of 
the mirror measured w ithascale. Next 
a calculation is made and the angle of 
t lie cloud’s altitude is secured. 
From 
this can be deduced the cloud’s height 
from the ground. This done, the meas­ 
urement of its size is simple, the ob 
server having a scale cut into the pol­ 
ished face of the mirror. 
The velocity 
is measured on the same scale, which is 
on a diameter of the circle, by moving 
the scale into the line of the cloud’s 
movement.

N o vacation can be a good one j 
unless it is deserved—unless we feel 
th a t because of constant, earnest effort 
we have a rig h t to a rest and need it. 
2. The apostles sought a 
suitable 
place for a vacation. 
It was a “ desert 
place apart, ” a quiet, uninhabited place. 
M any a vacation is spoiled, so far as 
proper results are concerned, because 
the places visited are the very ones 
w here “ many are com ing and going.” 
Recreative rest is impossible in a crowd­ 
ed seaside resort. 
It m eans weariness 
and not rest, nervous depression and 
not recuperation. 
3. The apostles had, Christ w ith them 
on their vacation. 
He took them. 
The 
object was quiet com m union with Him 
and fellowship w ith one another. Christ 
took them upon their search for rest. 
Does Christ go w ith us on our vaca­ 
tions? 
Du ive take Him or do we leave 
Him behind? Alas, too m any Christians 
leave ( ’brist at home when they go to 
the seashore, the m ountains or to the 
lakes. 
Yon would not know from their 
“ daily walk and conversation” that 
they knew Christ. 
No vacation can be 
a good one unless we have Christ w ith 
us. 
If we leave Christ behind, it must 
be harm ful and not helpful, injurious 
and not inspiring.

do, let us take Christ on our vacations.

In view of the possibility of a r u p ­ 
tu re between G reat B ritain and the 
Transvaal the w ar departm ent intelli­ 
gence bureau in W ashington has col­ 
lected a mass of valuable inform ation 
regarding the arm am ent and equipm ent 
of the Boer government. 
According to 
the data at hand, it is learned that the 
T ransvaal authorities w ith in the four 
years have equipped the artillery branch 
of the arm y entirely w ith K rnpp guns 
The pieces embrace standard field guns 
of 2.95 inch caliber and in addition 
m ountain guns of 2.36 inch caliber and 
hush guns of 1.46 inch caliber 
The 
field guns are mostly of the lighter 
K rnpp variety of .28 caliber length. It 
is this type of weapon which the Chil 
fan arm y used in the late w ar in Chile. 
and for rough country work the Knippa 
declare it to be the best piece of ord­ 
nance turned out in Europe, says the 
New York Dust 
The 2.36 inch m ountain gun is capa­ 
ble of being transported on the backs of 
three mules—one mule carries the bar 
rel, a second the carriage and a third 
the wheels aud shafts. 
The normal 
w eight for each anim al am ounts to 
about 199 pounds. To this m ust be add­ 
ed the weight of the saddle and equip­ 
m ent, m aking a total of 287 pounds per 
animal. 
In 
the United 
States 300 
pounds is deemed m axim um packweiglit 
for a strong mu la 
The K rupp bush 
gun in the possession cf the Boers con 
gists of a piece of very light w eight and 
one capable of being transported in all 
places, even over the most difficult 
ground. This type of gun has been used 
in a num ber of p unitive A frican ex­ 
peditions. 
The Boer infantry is now arm ed with 
the latest type of 
Mauser rifle, the 
handiw ork of the Loewe works of Ber­ 
lin. The cavalry carry G erm an regula­ 
tion revolvers and sabers. According to 
the 
m ilitary 
attaches’ 
reports, 
the 
Transvaal forces are essentially G erm an 
in equipm ent and drill, and the fact is 
also noted th a t many commissioned offi­ 
cers in the Boer service learned the art 
of w arfare in the Germ an army. There 
is good reason to believe th a t there are 
even now m any G erm an officers with 
the Boer troops who are sim ply absent 
from their regim ents in G erm any on 
leave. 
The fact that tile G erm an gov 
em inent perm itted openly G erm an ofti 
cers to take service w ith the T urks in 
tile war between Turkey and Greece 
lends additional confirmation to the re 
port. 
In the opinion of m any well posted 
A m erican officers the Boers are in far 
better shape today for w ar than is gen 
erally supposed. 
A w ar between the 
Boers and English will mean, it is saic 
in 
official circles in W ashington, a 
much stouter affair than G reat B ritain 
has had to deal w ith in the last 35 
years. 
The Boers at the present time 
are in m uch better shape and are more 
ably officered than they were in the 
last struggle w ith the English. 
It is 
estim ated by the various reports that 
the Boers are able to put into the field 
25,000 well equipped and well officered 
men. 
Lord Cecil Douglas Compton, a cap­ 
tain in the British Lancers, who has 
seen five years’ service in South Africa, 
discussed the difficulties of a cam paign 
against the Boers in an interview at 
Chicago the other day. 
He said: 
“ There are motives of fair play and 
hum anity which make G reat Britain 
exceedingly reluctant to interfere in 
South Africa by force. 
But it is only 
candid to say th at considerations of a 
m ilitary character also operate to make 
us chary about rushing into a campaign 
which m ust present the most form id­ 
able obstacles and involve questions of 
transport, 
supply 
and strategy 
that 
m ight stagger a m ilitary expert 
“ In tile first place, the Boers of the 
Transvaal 
are magnificent 
fighters 
Their history has proved it, and they 
are fully up to their standard today 
They are expert marksmen, born rough 
riders, such as your cowboys, and their 
courage and tenacity is undeniable. In ­ 
dividually they are as good m ilitary 
stuff as the world possesses. 
They also 
are thoroughly convinced of the justice 
of their cause, and would die to a man 
It the order of Com Paul. 
“ B ut aside from their morale and 
their fitness, the Transvaal co u n try is 
one adm irably adapted for the purposes 
of defense 
It is inland, with large u n ­ 
inhabited spaces. Au arm y invading it 
m ust have a distant base, and its sup 
plies m ust be brought up through a 
sem itropical country under the most 
disadvantageous conditions. Cape Towm 
is a thousand miles from the Vaal riv ­ 
er. and if an attack were to be made 
from N atal there would be m ountains 
to work tLiuogh aud much tropical

A step in advance in the science of 
meteorology has been made at the A udi­ 
torium tower, iii Chicago. 
A new in ­ 
strum ent. by means of which an en tire­ 
ly new precision in study of cloud forms 
and m ovem ents is possible, has been 
placed. 
The new piece of apparatus is 
called the nethoscope. 
This little device, according to the 
Chicago Chronicle, enables exact obser­ 
vation of clinid movements, and it is 
hoped that after some tim e the w eather 
men will be able to foretell from the 
ai tion and conformation of the clouds 
sw im m ing in the bright sky the w eath ­ 
er that is to come. 
They th in k it not 
unlikely that long series of observations 
in m any places in all weathers will give 
data th at will connect certain cloud 
ti rms w ith coming thunderstorm s or 
o d d waves or dren bing rains or cy­ 
clones. Again, it is expected that after 
long observation the velocity of the 
clouds may enable the forecasters to pre 
•bet t be winds to come. 
However, all this is in the future 
For the present the w eather men can do 
no more than take observations w ith 
tin* nethoscope day and night and Sun 
days anil send the carefully marke< 
charts to W ashington, where loathe 
m aticiane will compare states of the 
barometer w ith the cloud shapes anc 
speeds. 
It has been found already that 
there is connection between the clone 
conform ations 
and 
velocities w ithin 
siugle isotherm al zones. 
The nethoscope is simple. A circular 
m irror w ith black instead of silver back 
ground is fixed in a frame so that it can 
be accurately leveled. 
Rising upright 
from one edge of the black m irror is a 
steel w ire that has a cross arm , also of 
wire. 
The two look like a ship’s m ast 
with a yard across it. 
From the tip of 
th** mast. to m ake the resemblance more 
complete, runs a thread of rigging that 
ext. rids to the center of the black m ir­ 
ror and there vanishes through a hole. 
The in stru m en t is used by getting a 
sitfht of the cloud in the black mirror. 
Then the m astlike wire is moved unti 
til** eye sights over its tip and just 
catches the edge of the cloud’s reflection 
at the ci nter of the mirror. 
The tiny 
thread is pulled taut from m asthead to 
center and its angle from the plane of 
the m irror measured with a scale. Next 
a calculation is made and the angle of 
the cloud’s altitude is secured. 
From 
this can be deduced the cloud’s height 
from the ground. This done, the m eas­ 
urem ent of its size is simple, the ob 
server having a scale cut into the pol­ 
ished face of the mirror. 
The velocity 
is measured on the same scale, which is 
on a diam eter of the circle, by moving 
the scale into the line of the cloud’s 
movement.

Now 
she is ready for the w a te r—ram and 
all. She will be placed on a fiat car and 
transported by rail to the “ Soo,” to be 
used in patrolling the St. M ary’s river 
and iii tending buoys. 
Tile boat’s molded depth is 4}£ feet 
md lier beam 6 1i feet. 
She will draw 
i l**et of water. 
A t the “ Soo” she will 
be fitted w ith a 12 horsepower superior 
gasoline engine, which is being built by 
the Lake Shore Iron works of M ar­ 
quette. She will have a propeller wheel 
24 inches in diameter. 
Her speed, it is 
expected, will be about l l miles an 
hour. The total cost will be $1,900.

GERMANS LIKE OUR S H O E S

Consul Monaghan writes from Chem­ 
nitz on the subject of American shoes 
in Germany that since United States 
manufacturers have begun to push into 
the market and have gained a foothold, 
with prospects for an increased trade, 
the German press and other publica­ 
tions have taken the m atter up and are 
using every means to disparage the 
American goods. 
A translation of an 
article that recently appeared in a Ger­ 
man paper accompanies the consul’s 
letter to Washington. 
In it American 
shoes are described as being of worth­ 
less quality, but showy and elegant in 
appearance. 
It suggests that the tech­ 
nical daily papers and local unions of 
Germany “ procure samples of Amer­ 
ican shoes, show the quality of the 
same by separating the leather from 
the paper and examine the soles sewed 
on 
in 
long stitches with 
binders’ 
twine. ” 
In spite of this, the statement is 
made iii the article that the finish and 
apparent fineness of the American shoes 
are making business lively. The consul 
quotes the above extracts as indicating 
what our merchants will have to con­ 
tend with in their work to make sales 
in any part of Germany.

American shoes before they return and 
that some of the m anufacturers of Ger­ 
many are using the American shoes as 
models from which to make their own 
lasts.

The general 
and his staff, since the advance from 
Ma lotos, have been quartered in queer 
places. The first day, w hen the armored 
train w as plow ing its w ay to the R ag­ 
bag river, the forces camped in a deep 
ravine under a friendly bridge. 
On 
pleasant days the general ate out under 
the shade of a clum p of bamboo. W hen 
it rained, the Chinam en spread his re­ 
past in his car. 
The car was a plain 
affair, w ith nothing to distinguish it 
from any other of the common cars of 
its type, but it had a mirror in i t — a 
mirror that probably cam e from Ma- 
lolos and did duty for the toilets of e v ­ 
ery one. from the general down. 
G en ­ 
eral M acArthur lived here w hile his 
army w as gradually creeping toward 
the base of the big, blue m ountain to 
the north. 
W hen be finally struck the 
enem y and Hanta Tom as and San Fer­ 
nando cam e 
into 
his 
possession, 
he 
spread his banner in front of a mansion 
here. 
H e has m ade his headquarters in the 
largest and most im posing residence in 
town. The house is com pletely furnish­ 
ed, juefc as it was before the ow ner left, 
and contains steel engravings, oil p ain t­ 
ings, a sideboard and canopied beds 
The general sits at a table in the draw ­ 
ing room, w hich he has converted into 
an office H is private room in spacious. 
The c eilin g s are high, and the great 
w ide open w indow s are furnished w ith 
sliding green shutters. Tho bed is carv­ 
ed. canopied, and looks inviting. 
T his is army headquarters, and colo­ 
nels, majors aud aids ride up at fre­ 
quent intervals, throw ing their horses 
reins to a w aitin g orderly as they d is­ 
mount. 
W hile the caller is ascending 
the broad stone stairs the horse is led 
aw ay to the shade of the high stone 
wall in the court, where there is a-v. ell, 
for this homestead is thoroughly ap­ 
pointed. 
The owner is negotiating for 
perm ission to return w ith his fam ily 
W'hen he comes, he w ill find all that he 
left. 
General M acArthur may still hi 
his guest, and the orderlies anil aids 
m ay continue to make their visits, but 
he doubtless will find satisfaction in 
being under his own roof again am 
finding his property aa he left it. 
Other private houses here are in use 
as regim ental headquarters. rl he South

occupy a 
house which 
shows that its owner m ust have had 
luxurious tastes. 
N o one seems to know 
w ho its former occupant was 
Like the > 
homestead where General M acAthui is 
quartered, it is richly appointed w ith 
high, canopied beds in the great sleep­ 
ing rooms and rich carvings and gilt 
work throughout the bouse. 
T w o pi­ 
anos are backed up against the walls of 
a long draw ing room, as though space 
had been cleared for a hall. 
Beautiful 
chandeliers, with their rich clusters of 
cut glass sw inging and jingling to the 
vibration of the breeae, hang in a loug 
row dow n the room. 
Out in the yard 
is a great, deep well, walled w ith stone 
and shaded. 
Here the soldiers filled 
their canteens Saturday and Sunday 
last, quenching their thirst with the 
cool, clear water of the welL 
The Iowa regiment has a pretty home 
next the South Dakotas. 
It is a little 
less pretentious and perhaps the gild­ 
ings ami decorations are not so ornate, 
hut it is an attractive place neverthe­ 
less. N o oue who has not been com pell­ 
ed to sleep on the door or the ground 
or on a board for aw hile can appreciate 
the luxury which the soldiers Aud in 
having beds at their disposal. 
A w ay out near the tiring hue is the 
Montana regiment. It is uot a mansion 
that shelters Colonel Resider, hut it is 
a neat house with hardwood floors and 
wide windows. 
Its roof is of nips. Bot 
of tile, aud it lackssom e of the luxuries 
of the other quarters. 
“ It is a good 
house, though.” said the colonel, “ bet­ 
ter than the one at Apalit, and that 
was the first roof I had slept under 
since the uight of Feb. 3.

The Cuban war brought abont a reduc­ 
tion of about one-half in Spanish e x ­ 
ports of oil, but the exports of Spanish 
w ine to Cuba kept up to about 9,000,- 
000 pesetas. The Cli ban.-, of course, did 
uot buy Spanish oil and Spanish w in e 
because of their intrinsic superiority or 
because of any patriotic considerations, 
but because the trade regulations in 
Cuba under Spanish authority discrim ­ 
inated in favor of Spanish importers 
and exporters and against every one 
else 
The im portations of Spanish oil 
to Porto Rico have averaged 1,250,000 
pesetas for six years, and in 1895 their 
value nearly reached 2,000,000 pesetas.

One of the most remarkable a rch eo­ 
logical discoveries made recently was 
that of an arrow point found at Chat­ 
ham, in L icking county, O.. near Zanes­ 
ville, in May of this year. at the depth 
of 1,562 feet. It is well formed, chipped 
on both aides and has all the marks of 
an arrow point of the neolithic period. 
An oil well was drilled in at this 
point by the Clay City Gas and Oil 
company 
The logbook of this well. ac­ 
cording 
to th e 
Cincinnati Enquirer, 
shows that it passed through 126 feet 
of sand and g r a v e l, when it struck a 13 
foot layer of sh a le and coal 
After pass­ 
ing through this there was 260 feet 
more of sand 
At the depth of 580 feet 
the drill 
struck the 
berea 
grit and 
shale at a depth of 600 feet 
This was 
cased to that depth, the casing resting 
on the shale. 
At the depth of 1.490 feet they struck 
the devonian rock. and the devonian oil 
sand a t a depth of 1.520 feet, passing 
through it into t h e devonian rock again 
at a depth of 1,562 feet. 
The well was 
drilled to a depth of 1,793 feet, when 
t h e y determined to shoot it, which they 
did at the depth of 1,562 feet.

New Serum Discovered After 
Two Years’ Experimenting.

Results which may revolutionize the 
treatment of yellow fever and rob the 
disease of its terrors have attended the 
experiments which have been in prog­ 
ress for some time in the laboratory of 
the health officer of N ew York 
The 
micro organism of yellow fever, which 
was discovered by Giuseppe Sanarelli 
in Ib97, has been isolated and a serum 
prepared which in careful tests with 
animals has been demonstrated to pus 
seas both curative and preventive prop 
ertiee. 
So important is the matter and so 
great a degree of success has attended 
the experiments that Dr A H Doty 
health officer of New York, made a 
formal announcement recently of what 
had 
been 
accomplished 
W hile Dr 
D oty’s experiments 
have 
necessarily 
been confined to animals, says the New 
York H erald, he has no hesitation in 
recom m ending the use of the serum for 
human beings and is now preparing 
some w hich he will send to Havana for 
nee by the authorities there 
His state­

A step in advance in the science of 
meteorology has been made at the A udi­ 
torium tower, iii Chicago. 
A new in­ 
strument. by means of which an entire­ 
ly new precision in study of cloud forms 
and movements is possible, has been 
placed. 
The new piece of apparatus is 
called the nethoscope. 
This little device, according to the 
Chicago Chronicle, enables exact obser­ 
vation of cloud movements, and it is 
hoped that after some time the weather 
men will be able to foretell from the 
aition ami cen formation of th** clouds 
swim m ing in the bright sky the weath­ 
er that is to come. 
They think it not 
unlikely that long series of observations 
in many places in all weathers will give 
data that will connect certain cloud 
f« nils with coming thunderstorms or 
cold waves or drenching rains or <*y- 
cl* lies. 
Again, it is expected that after 
king observation the velocity of the 
clouds may enable the forecasters to pre­ 
dict tile winds to come. 
However, all this is in the future. 
For the present th** weather men can do 
no more than take observations with 
the nethoscope day and night and Sun­ 
days and send the carefully marked 
charts to Washington, where m athe­ 
maticians will compare states of the 
barometer with the cloud shapes and 
speeds. 
It 1i«h been found already that 
there is connection between the cloud 
conformations 
and 
velocities within 
single is o t h e r m a l zones. 
The nethoscope is simple. A circular 
mirror with black instead of silver back­ 
ground is fixed in a frame so that it can 
be accurately leveled. 
Rising upright 
from one edge of the black mirror is a 
steel wire that has a cross arm, also of 
v\ ire. 
The two look like a ship’s mast 
with a yard across it. 
From the tip of 
the mast, to make the resemblance more 
complete, runs a thread of rigging that 
ext« ads ti* the center of the black mir­ 
ror and tiler** vanishes through a hole. 
Tile instrument it> used by getting a 
sight of the cloud iii the black mirror, 
i hen the mastlike wire is moved until 
the eye sights over its tip anil just 
catches the edge of the cloud’a reflection 
at the center of the mirror. 
The tiny 
thread iN pulled taut from masthead to 
t-« ut**r and its angle from the plane of 
the mirror measured with a scale. N ext 
a calculation is made and the angle of 
tho cloud’s altitude is secured. 
From 
this can be deduced the cloud's height 
from the ground. 
This done, the meas­ 
urement *>f its size is simple, the oh 
server having a scale cut into th** |>ol- 
lsh* I face of the mirror. 
The velocity 
is measured on the same scale, which is 
on a diameter of th** circle, by moving 
the scale into the line of the cloud s 
movement.

NKW York, July h.~ It. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade issued to­ 
day said in part:

Com­ 
mercial failures were 4,K.*>3, with liabili­

384 were trading. In the second quarter 
failures were the smallest ever reported 
in that quarter of 2a years for which 
quarterly reports have bein made by 
this agency. 
The average i>er failure, 
$7,183, is tile smallest ever known in 
any quarter; the average i>er firm in
